The pOhtoflTee at Brain«rd, Minn., will 
furnish all persons, who meet the re 
quirements of the regulations governing 
the appointment of currier- in the rural 
free delivery se rv ic e and who desire to 
be examined, with a copy of the rural 
carrier application 
blank and of the 
regulations, provided each person de- J 
siring to comp»1 to files in writing with 
said postmaster hi" nam \ with a state- j 
rnent as to the location of his residence, j 
its distance and direction from the post- j 
office. 
No person is eligible to an examina­ 
tion who does not live within the ter­ 
ritory supplied by this postofflce or tobe 
supplied by it through the establish 
ment of rural free delivery service al 
ready investigated by the postoffice de­ 
partment; who is not a citizen of the 
United States; w ho is under 17 years of 
age or over 55 years, except in cases of

soldiers or sailors; who is not physically 
able to work; who uses to excess, brandy, 
whisky, beer, wine, or other intoxicat­ 
ing stimulants; who makes a false state­ 
ment in his application, or has been 
guilty of fraud or deceit in connection 
with his application or an examination;
